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HOME STANDARDS AND 
SCHOOL CHEATING 
(By Dr. H. BE, Smith, University of 
Alberta) 

An investigation was recently con- 
ducted by leading psychologists in 
the United States to discover the 
factors responsible for character for- 
mation in children. One of the fac- 
tors whose effect on the habits of 
‘school children, was. studied, was that 
of home influence. For purposes of 
experimentation, one particular char- 
acter trait was considered as repre- 
sentative of habits and standards in 
general. That trait was deceit. A 
thorough system of tests was devised 
to measure the tendency of pupils to 
cheat in their school work. 


The pupils were given an arith- 
metic speed test under conditions 
which made cheating impossible, A 
second time they were given the 
same test with no opportunity to 
cheat. Then these two trials were 
called practise tests, and the same 
test’ was.given again with the pupils 
encouraged to do their best. This 
third time, the pupils were allowed 
to mark their own papers, and they 
were given sufficient time that if 
they wished to add something to the 
work thatthey had already done they 
might do so, and thus gain additional 
marks dishonestly. By comparing 
the work done by the pupils on_ this 
third test with that done on the two 
former tests,:it was possible to meas- 
ure the amount that each pupil had 
cheated. 

Home influence was more difficult 
to measure. However, a set of ques- 
tions was devised by the examiners, 
and answered by the pupils, which 
did give a fair indication” of the 
standard of living and the ideals of 
the home of each boy or girl. On the 
basis of the answers which the pupils 
gave to these questions about their 
home, each home was given a score 


representing its social and cultural 
level. 
The next step was to : observe 


whether any relationship existed tbe- 
tween the standards of the home, and 
the tendency of the boy or girl to 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
cheat: ; 


The results show a decided tend- 
ency for an increase in the amount 
of cheating as the cultural standing 
of the home decreases. In other 
words, the children’ from the homes 
where the standard of living is high 
seem less likely to cheat in their 
school work than the children from 
homes where the standard of living 
is low,

Mize got a new thrill recently when telephone 
communication was established between ‘that - 
pleasant island and London, England for the first 
time. 

The occasion was the arrival of the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Britain at’ Funchal on a 
cruise around the world. This magnificent new liner 
has the most powerful ship-to-shore telephone 
system in the world and Madeirans were not slow «o 
recognize a, chance to make island history. 

During her stay there, lying at anchor just beyond 
the famous Loo Rock, the Empress was host tc many 
visitors. Amongst these. were two who casually 
asked, ‘‘ May I use the ’phone?” 

Just as casually the telephone operator of the ship 
called up London and put the callers through over 
1,323 miles of water. 

Reports from the Empress of Britain, now at 
Colombo, Ceylon, indicate that the wireless telephone 
is a popular feature of the ship. The longest distance 
yet reported is Haifa, Palestine, to Montreal. The 
liner works on a daily schedule with Canada, through 
the Canadian Marconi stations at Yamachiche and 
Drummondville, Quebec, and the Bell long distance 
board in Montreal.

ROAD BUILDING 
IN THE PROVINCE 


Hon. O. L. McPherson, provincial 
minister of public works, stated in 
an interview recently, when speak- 
ing of the ‘history of. road building in 
the province,, thatiAlberta has :a 
number of road-building difficulties 
not present in cither provinces, 

There is, he said, a world of ma- 
terial, but poor distribution, adding 
that in the “rapid development of 
the automobile at the same time as 
road development began in Alberta 
caused a piling up of difficulties.” 

There is a strong demand for rapid 
development, he said. Physical diffi- 
culties, such as being close to the 
foothills and many ,streams, also pre- | 
sented themselves. In Alberta there 
are more than 8000 bridges of more 
than 20 feet in length.. 

There are 70,000 miles of traveled 
roads in Alberta, as compared with 
the 35,000 miles in Quebec. 

“The policy in Alberta for the 
past number of years,” he continued, 
“has been one of endeavor to devel- 
op a systematic network of roads 
which would serve the future needs 
ef this province. To envision that 
need and plan systematic develop- 
ment has been no small task.” 

He outlined the project of ‘develop- 
ing main highways, secondary roads, 
and then district or market roads. | 
There are 2800 miles of main roads, 
and 400 miles of secondary roads be- 
ing brought to the same standard as 
the main highways, and’1300 miles of 
district roads. 

The province assumes full respon- 
sibility of construction and mainten- 
ance of main highways, Municipal- 
ities provide 50 pei cent of the cost 
of secondary roads and the province 
assumes maintenance. Municipalities 
assumes responsibilityfor district 
roads, and receive an.;annual grant 
from the province. "5 

There are 1298 miles of graveled 
main highways, 216 miles of graveled 
secondary roads; 1896 miles of eride| 
ed main highways; 372 miles of grad- 
ed secondary roads; a .total of 2268 
miles of standard grade and 1512 
miles of graveled. Graded highways, 
he said, cost $2,260 per.-mile. ;
